"" The mine was discovered on the twentj'- 
fifth day of June, I8T8, bj George W. Belt 
and William Knijrjit, who subsequently sold 
It to 51 Seymonr Rojcers and Irving Howbert, 
but prlorto this sale they bonded one-fourth 
of the mine to James V. Deiter, who agreed 
to procure a patent for the propertj-. This 
was during September, 1878. 
In October of 


the same jear James M. Sigafus appeared 
upon the scene, claimed a one-half Interest In 
the mine and commenced a suit In the district 
court lor the fourth judicial district against 
Belt and Knight for that portion of the mine, 
together with damages.
